ists, occupying by their peculiar position

on grain alcohol was merely the first 
step taken by the Coolidge Administra- 
tion in & program whereby it would try 
gradually and insidiously to break.down 
public confidence! in prohibition enforce- 
ment and then appeal to the country in 
the 1928 Presidential election on a plat- 
form of leniency in carrying out the 
“dry” laws,’

serted, but in lieu of such a declaration | 
‘would imply that as it had been shown |. 
that strict enforcement was impossible 
of success, therefore the definition of 
alcoholic contents in intoxicants had 
best be left to the courts.

It is not likely that he is anywhere 
near Mukden, since it is: believed: that 
Manchurian .roops loyal to Chang have 
cut the Peking-Mukden Railway above 
Pritaiho, 140 miles northeast of Tien- 
tsin, to prevent the northward move- 
ment of hostile forces. There appears 
to have been fighting-in that region he- 
tween different factions of the Chang 
armies. 

All -three .of the main lines running 
out of Peking, the Peking-Mukden Rall- 
way to the north, the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway to the southeast and the 
Peking-Hankow Railway to the south- 
west, appear to have been cut.

Up-State Jurist Has an Attack 
of Heart Disease at a Din- 
ner, to a Priest. 


RESIGNED AFTER A STROKE 











Ouster Action Then Pending Charged 
Exceeding of Age Limit—Called

sterdam died tonight in the Memorial 
Hospitdl here half an hour after he had 
suffered a heart attack at a dinner 
given in honor of the thirtieth anniver> 
ary ofthe ordination of the Rev, An- 
hony Gorsky, pastor of St. Casimir’s 
Church, The attack.came while Justice 
Borst was telling the diners of his long 
friendship with Father Gorsky. A 
physician at the dinner attended Justice 
-Borst and directed his removal to the 
hospital. Within a few moments of his 
arrival there he was dead. 

The cause of death was reported ag 
acute dilatation of the heart. The Jus- 
tice’s age was 68. ca 


Justice Borst was born in Cobleskij], 
Schoharie County, N. Y., a son of Isaac 
and Susan Vroman Borst. He studied 


at Cornell from 1873 to 1875, and took 
his degree of Bachelor of Laws at the 
Albany Law School in 1877, obtaining 
in the'same year the right to. practice 
at_the New York bar. 

He / served as District Attorney, 
County Judge and Surrogate of Mont- 
gomery County and in 1913 was ap- 
pointed by Governor Sulzer to the 
Supreme Court bench of the Fourth Dis- 
i to fill a vacancy. His popularity 
was shown the next year when he was 
) elected to the same office, although 
running on the Democratic ticket in a 
comm@nity strongly Republican, 

The'term for which Justice Borst was 
elected does net end until Dec. 31, 1927, 
but he resigned on March_10 last, a 
few weeks after he had suffered a 
stroke ‘of apople His personal 
counsel, John T. Norton-of Troy; in 
filing the resignation, told Governor 
Smith that the Judge’s ill-health was the 
sole reason for his action. He added 
that he was confident the Judge could 
successfully defend an ouster action then 
pending against him, but that. the 
strain of the contest might prove fatal. 
In February a-New York Gity law fimn 
had asked the Governor to‘ remove the 
Justice on the ground that he had passed 
the age limit, being 74 years old, not 68. 
After a decision by Justice Borst against |: 
a client of this firm had been sustained 
by the Court of Appeals, the firm in- 
vestigated rumors that the Justice was 
older than he would admit.

Cc. Cunnion, chaplain of the Catholic 
Benevolent Legion, told a large Thanks- 
giving Day congregation at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral yesterday ‘that this nation, 
unless it mended its ways, was destined 
to “decadence and ruin.” 

“George Washington, the father of this 
country, called religion and morality ‘a 
necessary spring of popular govern- 
ment,’ ’’ Father Cunnion began. ‘With 
his great wisdom he |perceived that 
morality could be maintained-only by a 
reJigious’ spirit in‘ the—hearts \of the 
people. 7 
“In the. meantime we talk of eur 
material wealth. We boast of our high 
positidn among the nations of. the world, 
President Coolidge, speaking recently, 
lauded the great advantages of advance 
in education. 

“But let us not take.on any spirit of 
boasting, for there is present in the body 
politic of the United States today a 
cancer.-A cancer which Spells deca- 
dence—yes, ultimate ruin is eating away 
at our midgt.’’ "This cancer, he said, 
was our forgetfulness of the spiritual 
side of life. 

“President Coolidge, while, lauding 
education, seemed to forget that schools 
where education was not separated from 
religion had ‘been’ teaching our children 
for the past eighty years. Our public 
schools have been a blessing, but as 
time progresses it requires little vision 
to realize that the home has. lost its| 
influence, and the schools cannot take 
the home’s place. 

“Sunday schools are threatened with 
extinction, University chairs are filled 
with men who never speak of Almighty 
God. What. are we to, hope for when 
we reflect upon the principles and pre- 
cepts laid down by the fathers of the 
country? In our \boasting. we - should 
realize that in the hands of God nations 
are but as individuals. 

“Our eyés are no longer startled by 
reading of iricrease of crime. They need 
not be startled even when they read of 
an application to a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice by a group of individuals who call 
themselves the American Association for 
the Advancement of Atheism. These 
people declare openly that their purpose 
is to destroy religion. ‘We can prove,’ 
they say, ‘that Jesus Christ is,jan imagi- 
nary figure, that the Bible is a myth.’ 

“Even without such a society there 
is an advance in athelsm when we de- 
prive our little children in sehool of a 
knowledge of God. I would ask the 
country to stop’ in these days and con-

“What an Adventure for God!” He

The Right Rev. Ernest M. Stires,' who 
was consecrated Bishop of-Long Island 
on last Tuesday, preached his farewell

has promised te raise toward the $1,400,- 
000 debt on the Department of Missions 
of the Episcopal Church. 

. “Doubtless some of you know that a 
layman of the Diocese of Long Island 
rose in the General Convention of our 
church in New Orleans last month when 
the debt was disclosed and pledged 
$100,000 in the name of that. diocese as 
a thank-offering for the coming of their 
new Bishop,” he said. 

“I shall not dare to suggest that this 
congregation give a large thank-offering 
for the sarfe reason.’’

A plan has been submitted to the sf6ck- 
holders of the Fisk Rubber Tire, Com- 
pany, which provides for liquidation of 
all back dividends due.on the company’s 
preferred stock. It also calls for the 
raising of additional. working capital. A 
specia} meeting of stockholders has been | 
called for Dec. 11 to approve the action 
of the directors. : 

According to a statement issued yester- 
day, “‘the accumulated dividends on the 
first preferred stock now amount to $26 
a share and on the second preferred 
stock to about $31 a share. In settle- 
ment of the dividends on the first pré- 
ferred stock it is proposed’ to offer stock- 
holders $1 {fn cash and $25 in first, pre- 
ferred convertible stock, which will be 
entitled to dividends of 7 per cent., 
ranking equally with the present first 
preferred stock and will be convertible 
into four shares of common stock at 
any time up to Dec. 31, 1935.
